CHAPTER 494

AN ACT to amend 316.17 (2) of the statutes, relating to contracts for
the sale of real estate of a deceased.

The people of the state of 14'isconsin, represented in senate and assembly,
do enact as follows:

316.17 (2) of the statutes is amended to read:

316.17 (2) If the court authorizes a private sale, the executor or
administrator shall attempt such a sale and may enter into a contract
of sale subject to the approval of the court; and the court may approve
a contract made in advance of the order authorizing the sale,, if he
concludes that the contract is for the best interests of the estate. Upon
approval of the contract the executor or administrator shall execute and
deliver a deed of the real estate sold, as directed by the order.
